All the officials were greatly dis- 
turbed by the occurence, and the gen- 
eral view was that it must be con- 
nected in some way with the Transvaal, 
especially as the Prince of Wales has 
always heretofore been such a favorite 
on the continent, and never before has 
been molested in the slightest degree. 
One high official remarked: “That set- 
tles the question of the Prince of 
Wales's visit to the Paris Exposition.” 

Some fears were expressed as to the 
effect the occurence may have in Dub- 
lin. It was pointed out that such at- 
tempts are contagious.

A NEW COMPASS. 


MORE ACCURATE THAN THE OLD 
KIND. 


{[Nature:] Many attempts have been 
made to construct a compass which is 
independent of the permanent an 
transient sources of error to which a 
ship’s compass is subjected. The latest 
device is the Evoy patent compass, 
which is so arranged that it can be 
placed in a position where it is not sub- 
ject to the magnetism of the ship—that 
is to say, it is hauled up to nearly the 
height of the masts, where it is sup- 
ported on the jumper stay. To deter- 
mine whether the steering compass of 
a ship is showing the correct magnetic 
course, the Evoy compass is hoisted up 
aloft, given time to settle, and then 
brought down again, the reading of the 
steering compass being taken at the 
same time. It is obvious, however, 
that in the course of being lowered the 
overhead compass would come again 
within the magnetic influences of the 
ship, and thus be liable to have its 
reading disturbed before being in- 
spected by the officer on duty. An auto- 
matic contrivance ‘~ therefore provided 
which locks the compass card as soon 
as the lowering is begun. Hence it is 
possible to check the indications of the 
compass on the bridgve, exposed to the 
perturbing influences of the ship's mag- 
hetism, by those given by the Evoy 
compass high up beyond their reach. 
The instrument, which is mounted in 
such @ way as to protect it from the 
effects of vibration and rolling, has 
been tested for some time on a 
number of vessels, and has, it is stated, 
given satisfaction to the commanders.
